The LSU-S Panhellenic Association is a 
member of the National Panhellenic Confer- 
ence, which is composed of twenty-six wom- 
en's fraternities, each of which is a separate 
Greek-letter society of college women — 
undergraduate and alumnae. The NPC was 
established to foster inter-fraternity rela- 
tionships, to assist the collegiate chapters of 
member groups, and to cooperate with col- 
leges and universities in maintaining the 
highest scholastic and social standings. 

NPC formulates policies on matters of in- 
ter-fraternity interest and concern; studies 
changing educational outlooks; and, 
through discussions, panels and special pro- 
grams at biennial meetings, contributes to 
interfraternity understanding and friend- 
ship. 

The NPC was formed in Chicago, in 1902, 
to discuss the question of rushing and 
pledging, which still is the main thrust of 
Panhellenic today. Our chapter was formed 
in 1975, with the Constitution and By-laws 
being approved on April 1, 1975. The mem- 
ber sororities at LSU-S are Alpha Phi, Delta 
Delta Delta, and Zeta Tau Alpha. 

Each sorority is founded on ideals which 
dedicate its members to learning, to service, 
to honor and uprightness in all human rela- 
tions.

In September of 1977, the LSU-S Inter-Fraternity Council 
was created. The following spring a constitution was accept- 
ed and officers were elected.

Delta Sigma Phi International Social College Frater- 
nity for men was first established at LSU-S in the fall of 
1974.

At LSU-S, the Delta Sigs have been very much in- 
volved, thus living up to the motto of being the fraterni- 
ty of "engineered leadership". This past year Pat 
Dowling (a Delta Sig) was Mr. LSU-S, and also the 
Student Government President. 

Service projects have been a rewarding experience 
to those that participate. One ongoing event which the 
local chapter was instrumental in inauguarating was 
the LSU-S Muscular Dystrophy Dance-a-thon. This 
year it is in its fourth year of operation. This event was 
supplemented by a can drive that initial year that net- 
ted over $2,300. However, the project could not have 
been possible without the assistance and cooperation 
of the Alpha Phi Sorority. 

Delta Sigma Phi nationally presents scholarships, 
and in 1978, Robert S. Pitts received one — the first, 
but not the last of our chapter to do so. Also, members 
have received certificates of merit recognizing them as 
one of four runner-ups to the most outstanding active 
award, which is presented to the most outstanding 
man among the 160 chapters internationally. We have 
had one winner for the past three years continously.

Phi Delta Theta was founded at Miami University 
(Oxford, Ohio) on December 26, 1848. It was founded 
by six men of unusual ability, strong character, and 
deep conviction. They believed then, as we do today, 
that these three characteristics are essential to the 
foundation of a successful Greek letter organization. 

Internationally, Phi Delta Theta has initiated over 
125,000 men and established well over 150 chapters. 
This was the result of the hard work and dedication of 
Walter B. Palmer and George Banta during the post 
civil war era. Their efforts were instrumental in bring- 
ing about a renaissance of fraternal life characterized 
by the resurgence it has seen in modern times. 

Louisiana Delta Colony was founded at Louisiana 
State University in Shreveport on March 13, 1976. 
We had an initial membership of 16 men, and in the 
fall of 1978, had 14 actives and 8 pledges. 

Our motto is "one man is no man 1 ' and interpreted 
it means "we enjoy life by the help and the society of 
others". We believe that the friendship cultivated 
among our members, the individual acquirement of a 
high degree of mental culture, and the personal at- 
tainment of high moral and ethical standards are the 
most important qualities of a strong and successful 
fraternity. 

Socially and civicly, we have parties and are in- 
volved in the LSU-S/MDA Dance Marathon, and we 
have committed ourselves to historic preservation. 
The latter is exemplified by our donations to the Ca- 
spiana House at LSU-S, and to the Strand Theatre 
Corporation. 

Of utmost importance to Phi Delta Theta is the 
stressing of scholastic achievement, which we have 
done quite well. Louisiana Delta Colony is a group of 
diversified individuals with varied backgrounds, inter- 
ests, and ideas; while sharing certain common goals. 
This spring of '79. we were chartered and the growth 
of our chapter, LSU-S, and continued service to the 
community are our new objectives. The purpose be- 
ing, to advance the ideals and the principles of the 
educated college man and our very beloved fraterni- 
ty.

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FORENSIC and DEBATE TEAM 



Intercollegiate competition usually brings to mind an idea 
of football, basketball, track and field, etc. However, LSUS 
competes in a unique intercollegiate activity — forensics. 
This activity includes competition in oral interpretation, 
duet acting, extemporaneous speaking, impromptu speak- 
ing, and oratory. 

The LSUS Forensic and Debate Team, only in its fifth year, 
has proven to be a solid competitor. In 1978-79, the team 
won third place in the overall sweepstakes competition at 
the Louisiana State Forensic Association Championships. 
The team also competed against 25 other schools from our 
region at the University of Arkansas' Razorback II Tourna- 
ment, and finished among the top four teams overall. Var- 
ious members accumulated several individual awards and 
trophies, which demonstrated their ability to perform. For 
these members, the year culminated with them qualifying 
for competition in the Pi Kappa Delta National Tournament, 
where the LSUS team had a winning record of 5 and 3. Pi 
Kappa Delta is the national forensic fraternity, and this 
year's tournament was held in St. Louis, Missouri. 

Dr. Frank Lower has been the coach of the LSUS Forensic 




and Debate Team for over five years, and he continues to 
work with and advise the team. Because of his numerous 
years with the team, we asked him for his reflections on the 
team over the years. 

"The one thing that has pleased me the most over the 
past five years, has been the fact that the program has 
attracted what I feel to be the best students LSUS has to 
offer. One indication of this is the fact that many of the team 
members are actively involved in other groups on campus. 
They are often the leaders of their fraternities, sororities, 
and other campus organizations and activities. Also, there

In 1905, six Baylor University students formed a prayer 
covenant that Texas Baptists might assume responsibility for a 
religious program for college students. In 1921-22, the first 
BSU Council was organized at Baylor, signaling the begining of 
the work known as Student Ministries.

This was 
accomplished through the club's participation in the LSU-S "Come Grow 
with Us" program and the Louisiana Academy of Science meeting held at 
LSU. In addition, members of the chemistry faculty presents talks on 
their individual research. Also, a safety film was shown to freshmen lab 
students as a student service project. Then, as a break from the routine 
of the academic world, we also found time to have several successful 
parties.

Shipp Retirement To Cap 
14 Years as LSUS Head 



"I simply reached the point 
where I wish to have the time 
and freedom to do some other 
things," Chancellor Donald Shipp 
said when questioned about his 
retirement. 

"And after 39 years/ 1 he 
added, "a man doesn't need 
any other reason." 

Dr. Shipp shocked the local 
community February 9, when 
he announced his retirement as 
chancellor of LSUS effective 
June 30 of this year. The an- 
nouncement signalled the end of 
a 14-year reign as the Univer- 
sity 's head man. 

The chancellor said he had 
been satisfied with the develop- 
ment of the campus from a 
two-year commuter college to its 
present high-quality four-year 
program. His administration, he 
said, was "a little unusual" 
and challenging because it was 
the school's first. 

"We have developed a repu- 
tation for being a good school 
by general consent/* he said, 
adding, "this is the direction 
we were going ... we knew it 
was not going to be the biggest." 

He admitted LSUS has had 
its disappointments and its limi- 
tations. "We are the only degree- 
granting institution in the state," 
he said, "that has had to seek 
approval of every program 
satisfying the (state) Board of 
Regents. 

"The Board of Regents has 
not been as sensitive to the 
needs here in Shreveport as I feel 
they could have been," he said. 

LSUS has been turned down 
three times in its application for 
master's degree programs, Dr. 
Shipp said, though there is a 
very obvious need for such pro- 
grams in the Shreveport area and 




though the total local community 
is behind the University 

The Regents have argued 
that the presence of other gradu- 
ate programs - such as Centen- 
ary College's MBA program - 
meet the area's need and that 
duplication of programs should 
be avoided. The chancellor disa- 
grees. 

"That's not a valid excuse 
to not let this campus have a 
needed program to serve Shreve- 
port," he said, adding that an 
LSUS program would serve that 
need and not affect the enroll- 
ment in the Centenary program 
at all. 

But on other matters, over- 
all, Dr. Shipp said he is satisfied. 
The faculty and students at 
LSUS are both of high quality, 
he said. "We have been rather 
serious about our faculty. We 
have the best we could get with 
the money we had," he said. 

Students - 95 percent of 
them from Caddo and Bossier 
parishes - are good when com- 
pared to other schools, he said, 
expecially on the basis of Ameri- 



can College Test (ACT) scores. 

But stained glass - his 
hobby - not scores, will be 
on his mind come next January. 
He will have no part in the 
process of selecting his successor, 
he said. Rather that will be the 
job of the LSU Board of Super- 
visors and System President 
Martin Woodin. 

Will he miss the ol' skule? 

"Well. I just moved across 
the highway into a new house. 
Pve got two daughters and two 
grandchildren. I'll just enjoy life 
and see my family a little more."
